The seed of this new variety was given us by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The description that follows is that of the Department of Agriculture. 

“The Pan American tomato is a mid-season red fruited variety highly resistant to Fusar- 
ium wilt. It appears to be suitable for marketing fresh tomato, particularly in regions where 
the soil is heavily infested with the Fusarium tomate wilt tingus. As grown at the U.S. Horti- 
cultura! Station, Beltsville, Maryland, the Pan America tcmato produces an excellent yield of 
scarlet fruits that develop exceptional polar depth, typically weighing 6 to 7 ounces each. 
The internal color is bright scarlet red. The flesh is firm and the seed cells relatively small.” 

We grew this variety for the first time in 1941. In our trials and seed fields the season 
was the same as Marglobe. The vines were exceptionally healthy, strong and vigorous. The 
foliage good, although the vines seem to open just a little more than Marglobe. The fruits 
all run exceptionally smooth and very pretty glotte shape.

The flesh is more free from fiber and sweeter than any variety we have ever 
known. Just a word of caution regarding the quality of this variety; it should be carefully 
handled all during harvest and shipment as it is a tender and brittle melon due to complete 
lack of any toughness. When you draw a knife through a ripe Coker it just cracks open. 


Be sure to fertilize Coker well, as this varieiy will not grow its best unless well supplied 
with plant food. During periods of hot, dry weather it sometimes kas a tendency to produce 
more “bottle necks” than other standard long varieties like Tom Watson. But every grower 
who does not have watermelon wilt in his soil will find this a sure hit for quality and money 
on the market.
